perfect strawberry shortcake, made 
at home in the simple, old-fashioned 
way> is more tempting than the most 
elaborate concoctions of bakers or 
hotel chefs. Biscuit shortcake, by all 
means, is the masculine verdict; a 
litt ie “shorter” than usual, perhaps, 
the housewife may decide, but other¬ 
wise simply biscuit dough, the lightest 
and best she knows how to produce, 
topped off with luscious whole berries, 
whipped cream, icing, or egg whites. 
Double Instead of Split Biscuits. 

Individual shortcakes are attractive 
in appearance and easy to serve. The 
dough may be cut out with a very 
large biscuit cutter or made into 
squares. Instead of splitting one large I 
cooked biscuit, two thinner rounds of j 
dough may be baked together, if the! 
lower one is first buttered to enable j 
the cook to slip them apart. 

The strawberries, after washing and 
hulling, may be cut in halves and 
sprinkled with sugar shortly before 
the biscuit dough is made. A few 
perfect whole berries should be saved 
to decorate the top layer. The others 
should be merely cut, not crushed nor 
mutilated. 

Hull and trim a few at a time, drop 
for a moment only into a bowl of 
clean, cold water, so that the sand 
sinks to the bottom while the fruit 
floats on top, then skim off into a 
colander to drain dry. If a whole 
ipiiirt of hulled berries is turned into 
a pan of water some of the berries be¬ 
come soft and lose their fine flavor 
before the entire quantity can be 
rinsed and taken out.

“THE ELECTRIC SHIP” 

T HE NEW MEXICO was ihe first 
battleship constructed In the 
United States, to be propelled by 
electricity. 

This ship is 624 feet long, weighs 
32,000 tons and from the water-line 
to the top of the mast is as high as 
a ten-story building. 

To drive it 21 knots an hour re¬ 
quires 28,000 horse power. Her oil- 
burning engines are fed from tanks 
which carry approximately 1,000,000 
gallons of oil. It’s nine boilers pro¬ 
duce 30,000 horse power of steam 
energy. This steam turns two tur¬ 
bines which develop 32,000 horse 
power. These turbines are marvelous 
savers of fuel and space. Each tur¬ 
bine Is connected to an electric gen¬ 
erator. Each generator produces 
16,000 horse power of electrical 
energy. 

Huge cables carry this current to 
the control hoard from which the en¬ 
gineer operates the ship. From this 
point this power Is sent to four giant 
motors of 7,000 horse power each— 
one of which is attached to each pro¬ 
peller shaft. 

"Let electricity do It” is the motto 
on the New Mexico. Electricity re¬ 
volves the gun turrets, moves, loads 
and fires the guns; raises the anchor, 
moves the rudder and pushes the ship; 
lowers the boats, pumps the water, 
runs the machine and blacksmith 
shops, heats and lights the boat; op¬ 
erates the Interior communicating, fire 
protection, refrigerating, ventilating 
and telephone systems and wireless In¬ 
struments; peels potatoes, washes 
dishes, mixes the bread dough, washes 
and Irons Ihe clothes In the laundry, 
sterilizes the Instruments In the hos 
pltal and does numerous other un 
looked-for stunts. 

In every sense of the word, the New 
Mexico Is an electric ship.

HOME OF WASHINGTON 

O N THE peaceful and picturesque 
shore of the Illver Potomac, some 
sixteen miles south of our national 
capital, stands Mount Vernon—the 
home of The Father of His Country. 

It was so named In honor of Ad¬ 
miral Vernon of the British tiuvy and 
It Is to the efforts of the Mount Ver¬ 
non Ladles' association of the Union 
that the citizens of America are In¬ 
debted for the preservation of this 
national shrine. 

Occupying a site of great charm, 
commanding a sweeping view of broad 
river and pleasing landscape, Is this 
grand old mansion—to which the young 
officer came to live shortly after his 
marriage and to which he retired from 
the presidency, to spend Ids days In 
a manner befitting one of his rank, 
means and time, and where he died 
In 1799. 

The structure was built in 1743 
and contains many of the original 
furnishings and relics of the family. 
Clustered about It Hre the barn, coach 
house, spinning house, meat house, Ice 
house, wash house, kitchen and other 
outbuildings. Nearby Is a remarkable, 
old-fashioned garden, with quaint, 
oddly-designed spaces set off by box 
hedges, said to be 150 years old. In 
this garden Is n coffee tree said to 
have been planted In 1824 by General 
I.Hfayette and cuttings from a willow 
tree which It Is claimed were brought 
from the grave of the great Napoleon 
at St. Helena.

$3092.57, of which $1330 lias been paid, 
for tools and supplies purchased from 
the plaintiff between February 15, 
1921, and June 21, 1921.
